THE GLORIOUS FOURTH. 


Oae of the saddest accidents in the 


history of ths county occurred near 
Osterburg Triday evening, when the 
two bright sons of Mr. and Mrs. Sam 
utl K. Motes lest their lives. 


About six o'clock Ralph Moses, aged 


sixteen years, Earl Moses, fourteen 
years, and Bwley Whetstone, the same 
age, went to Bobb's creek, above the 
Henderson mill and one-fourth mile 
from Oaterburg, to bathe None of the 
boys could swim. 
Ralph, who had 


just returned from Ohio, where he had 
been attending a school of music, did 
not know that the water at that point 
was ten feat deep and before his com 
penioo* could warn him he had leaped 
into the stream. E«l quickly realizsd 
that Ralph was unable to make any 
progress toward the shore, and without 
a moment's hesitation, plunged into 
the water to help his brother regain 
the bank. 
The boys grasped each 


other's bodies ana struggled desper- 
ately to reach the land, but without 
avail. Clinging to each other, they 
lose and sank two or three times. 
Their comrade, seemingly spellbound, 
stood on the bank and watched the 
fight for life, but apparently was pow- 
erless to render aid. Finally he re- 
gained his wits and ran to Osterbnrg 
and told his friends' sister, Lai la Moses, 
about the fate of her brothers. She 
notified her mother and in a short 
time the news spread from one end of 
Osterburg to the other and soon prac- 
tically all of the citizens of the town 
had gathered at the scene of the trage- 
dy — too late to save the lives of the 
yoang men. 


The bodies were recovered by A. S. 


Colder, of St. Clairsvillc, and Guy 
CrouM, ol Johnstown, who dived to the 
bottom of the stream and brought the 
boys to the surface, a half hour after 
they plunged into the creek. Ralph 
was on his hands and knees and Eirl 
was lying on his back. 


When the boys were taken to their 


home their mother fainted. 
Their 


lather was at Roaring Spring on 
Triday. 
The funeral services were 


held Sunday afternoon, under the au- 
spice* ol Osterburg Grange, Patrons of 
Husbandry, and were conducted by 
Rev. E. E. Parson, pastor of the Luth- 


church, assisted by Rev. J. Zinn, 


of Ohio. Interment in the Lutheran 
cemetery. A large concourse of rela- 
tive* and friends attended the service?. 


The boys are survived by their 


father, mother and two sisters. They 
were intelligent, manly youths and 
general favorite* in the community in 
winch they lived.

Opening 5,000,OUO Acres of Land In the 


Indian Territory To WMte Settlement. 
The president has issued a procla- 


mation, dated July 4, opening between 
4,000,000 and 5,000,000 acres of land in 
the Indian territory to white settle- 
ment 
The proclamation, with the 


proclamations of the secretary of the 
interior and the commissioner of the 
general land office, which eccompany 
it, is issued in accordance with the 
act of congress, which purchased the 
lands from the Kiowa and Comanche 
tribes. 


A new method of opening the lands 


to white settlers is to be tried, with 
the hope,of avoiding the scenes ol 
violence which have heretofore char- 
acterized the scramble for homestead 
lands in the old Indian reservations. 


On Wednesday, July 10, at 9 o'clock 


in the morning, the two newly desig- 
nated land offices were opened for the 
receipt of applications from would-be 
settlers. These applications will be 
entered on cards and on August 0 they 
will be drawn by the prospective set- 
tlers at random, and the homesteads 
awarded according to the drawing. 


The president's proclamation es- 


tablishes three counties in the new 
territory, to be known as Kiowa, 
Comanche and Caddo and-the respect- 
ive county seats will be named re- 
spectively Hobart, Lawton and Ana- 
darko. 
The first two of these are 


named in honor of the late Vice-Presi 
dent Hobart and the late Major-Gen - 
eral Lawton, respectively. 


In the territory about to be opened 


there will be something like 13,000 
homesteads of 100 acres each after res- 
ervations have been made for members 
of the Indian tribes for military posts, 
schools and other purposes.

Tuesday by the weather bureau says 
that the northern and central districts 
east of the Rocky mountains have ex- 
perienced two consecutive weeks of 
intense heat and while the average 
daily temperature excess for the week 
ending July 6 was not quite so marked 
aa in the previous week in the central 
valleys, it was more so in the middle 
Atlantic coast districts 


No seriously injurious effects to 


crops from this period of intense heat 
are reported from the middle Atlantic 
states, but from Texas northward to 
Nebraska, including Missouri, Arkan- 
sas and portions of Illinois, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, crops have suffered to 
a greater or less extent. The weather 
conditions on the Pacific coast and in 
the plateau regions have been favor- 
able, although frosts caused some 
injury in Utah and Wyoming on the

Texas and Arkansas corn has been se- 
riously damaged by intense heat and 
drying winds, although late corn in 
Kansas is in fair condition. The bulk- 
of the crop in Nebraska and Iowa has 
so far escaped injury, except in a few 
southwestern counties in Nebraska, 
where corn has been slightly injured, 
while in southeastern Iowa it is threat- 
ened. In the states of the Ohio valley 
corn has suffered no injury from heat 
and has generally made good growth, 
but continues in need of cultivation in 
portions of Ohio and West Virginia. 


The winter wheat harvest is finished 


in Kansas, Missouri and in the lower 
Ohio valley and is in progress in the 
more northerly sections. Rains have 
interfered with the harvest in portions 
of Ohio and West Virginia and reports 
of injury by fly continue from the first 
named state, as well as from portions 
of Pennsylvania and New York. On 
the Pacific coast harvesting has begun 
in Oregon and wheat is ripening in 
Washington. 


In the Dakotas, Minnesota, Oregon 


and Washington spring wheat contin- 
ues generally in very promising condi- 
tion, although areas in northern Min- 
nesota have been flooded and the crop 
has suffered from drought in portions 
of South Dakota. In Iowa the ex- 
cessive heat has probably impaired the 
quality of the crop by causing it to 
ripen too rapidly 


The oats crop in the states of the 


upper Mississippi and Missouri valleys 
has suffered further injury from in- 
tense heat, but in southern Minnesota 
and portions of South Dakota it is in a 
promising condition, la the Ohio val- 
ley and middle Atlantic states the crop 
has ripened rapidly under the high 
temperature, a fiir to good yield being 
indicated for these districts. 


A largo crop of hay is being secured 


in New Eagland and New York and 
haying continues with fair to good.re- 
sults in the Ohio valley and, Like 
region.

At the age of twenty- 
seven years he became a hereditary 
member of the Bavarian parliament 
and subsequently served as ambissa. 
dor to Athens, Florence and Rome 
la 1806 the king of Bavaria commis- 
sioned Prince von, Hohenlohe to lay 
before him a programme of the prin- 
ciples which were io serve eventually 
as a ministerial policy. As a reward 
for the work the princo was mule Bava- 
rian minister in 1887. The Hohenlohe 
programme was adopted subsequently 
by the whole of Germany. 
Daring 


the Franco-Prussian war he was an 
active friend of Prussia in the Munich 
house of peers, and became vice-presi 
dent o( the first German parliament. 


As German ambassador to France in 


1874 he ransacked the archives of the 
embassy and forwarded to Berlin docu- 
ments that assisted Bismarck in prose- 
cuting his predecessor, Count Arnim 
As a reward for this service he was 
appointed governor of Alsace-Lorraine, 
which post he held until 1904, when he 
succeeded Count von Caprivi and Count 
Eulenberg as chancellor of the German 
empire and Prussian prime minuter, 
respectively, these offices having been 
then combined for^the first time. 


As chancellor Prince von Hohenlohe 


was popularly 'regarded as; a figure- 
head, the emperor himself directing 
arfair* under, the prestige of the

A WEEK OF EXCITEMENT. 


The Failure ill Karqoaml * Co.-Jlui Fish 


and Jay Gonld-Tlie Hot

NEW YORK, July 9.—The week which 


has just passed has baen one of con- 
tinued excitement and Now York has 
felt the tremor like a reed shaken by 
the wind. The failure of Marquand 
& Co. caused a very lively sensation 
when they went under the rule. 
1 


was astonished to find stocks listed 
that would scarcely have received a 
moment's consideration from a tramp 
broker on the sidewalk. 


The firm was French all through. 


Oae feature of their manner of doing 
business, while it made them safe as a 
firm, nevertheless made them very un- 
popular with borrowers. Their secu- 
rities were so fussy that borrowers 
seldom cared about calling on them a 
second time. They were heavy ex- 
porters of gold and this fact of itself 
was largely instrumental in gaining 
them the confidence of many of our 
heaviest financiers, which remained 
with them till within a few days of 
their failure. 
Under the drastic ex- 


amination of our bank examiner, the 
Ssventh national bank toppled to ruin. 
This was considered one of our gilt- 
edged institutions and the names of 
its president and cashier made a piece 
of wrapping paper as good as minted 
gold. 


But now comes the funny part of 


this most remarkable failure, which 
was no failure at all. For a few hours 
there was a rattling among the dry 
bones and the lying prophets of the 
street who are always to be seen when 
the rumors of disaster filled the air, 
shouting, "Ha, I told you so. You 
wouldn't believe me. Now you can 
see who is right." 


I must confess that for a few hours 


it looked rather squally. I had a par- 
illel in a financial panic which occur- 
red in England a few years ago. One 
of England's most honored and sub- 
stantial mercantile houses had been 
dipping too deeply in South American 
securities which looked as good as 
gold, and they were; the cause was an 
error of time. When the run on the 


world seemed to be suffering from the 
awful temperature.

MILTON RELICSAT HARVARD 


Signature ID an Aotoe'ni'n Album 


and the Poet's Copy ot "Pindar." 
The Harvard library numbers among 


its treasures an autograph of Milton 
and a copy of "Pindar" annotated in 
Milton's own handwriting, with mar- 
ginal notes in Greek ami Latin. Both 
of these rarities were bequeathed to 
the univcrsily by Charles Simmer. 


The "Pindar" is dated 1020 and was 


doubtless used by Milton during his 
stay at Cambridge university. At the 
end he has added an alphabetical index 
in manuscript occupying two closely 
written pages of all the authors cited 
in his notes, with references to the 
pages in which their names occur. 


Milton's autograph is found in the 


pages of an autogiaph album or visit- 
ors' book kept, according to a custom 
common in the sixteenth century, by a 
Neapolitan nobleman, Camlllus Car- 
doyn by namo. who resided in Geneva 
from 1008 to 1IHO, where Milton, ap- 
parently, visited him. Another auto- 
graph in this same album among the 
hundreds which it contains is that of 
Thomas Wentworth, the unfortunate 
Earl of Stafford. Hilton's signature is 
dated Jan. 10, 1C39. and Is appended 
to a Latin motto—"Travel changes one's 
sky, 
but not one's mind," it may bo 


freely rendered and a quotation from 
his own "Comiib:" 


"If Vfrtuo focble were, 
Hca\en itselfe would stoope to her." 


The most notable Milton manuscript 


known to exist is a little book now 
owned by Trinity college, Cambridge, 
England, which contains the poet's 
copies of his so called minor poems, in- 
cluding "L'Allcgro" and "II Pensero- 
so." In this country, however, it is 
said that tlio only original memorials 
of the great author of "Paradise Lost" 
aro to be found in these two time stain- 
ed volumes in the possession of the 
Harvard library.

The continuation of the heated term 


has had its effect in the increased mor- 
tality, not only from direct insolation, 
but from a manifold variety of disor- 
ders that are consequent on the physical 
disturbances due to the high tempera- 
ture. Dr. Byrne, in charge of the 
bureau of vital statistics in the local 
health office, said this morning that 
there had been a sudden jump in the 
mortality from the disorders of the di- 
gestive organs that could only be trac- 
ed to the stress of weather. He could 
not give the number of cases, of course, 
but at the close of the week he will be 
able to have the deaths that were thus 
indirectly due to the heat classified and 
tabulated. 
There were several cases 


of direct heat prostrations. 
In the 


cases of children the rise of the tem- 
perature was marked and one phy- 
sician, in reporting the death of one 
of his juvenile patients, said that the 
child's temperature had been 108^- In 
spite of the heat there is still some 
smallpox in town. 
Three new cases 


were brought to the attention of the 
local health officers this morning and 
they were removed to the North Broth- 
er Island hospital from the dock at the 
foot of Noble street. 
The medical 


inspectors of the health office are busy 
just now in the tenement district and 
although the summer corps has not as 
yet been named the regular inspectors 
are doing what they can to ameliorate 
the distressing condition of the chil- 
dren of the crowded districts. 


The ambulances and patrol wagons 


of the borough were kept busy attend- 
ing to calls for aid on behalf of victims 
of the heated spell. 
Many of those 


who were sick were attended to on the 
spot by pedestrians and were restored 
to comparative strength by cool appli- 
cations to the head and shade, but 
there were those who could not be 
brought around in a hurry and they 
were taken as speedily as possible to 
the hospitals. The horses of the am- 
bulance service suffered from the fre- 
quency of calls, and this in a measure 
contributed to the discomforts of the 
ambulance surgeons' work. 
There 


were a number of horses overcome by 
the heat and as early as 9 o'clock in the 
morning there were slips on the desk of 
the operators at local police head- 
quarters indicating that ten bodies of 
horses were lying on the streets await- 
ing removal by the offal wagon.
